Mrs. Elizabeth 
Temple 
poultry 
expert for the Frisco Railway spent 
a week in Comanche county 
going 
o’/*' the county holding meetings ana 
inspecting the 
plants 
of 
various 
citizens and expresses herself as be­ 
ing much gratified at the progress 
made by Comanche poultry raises» 
and in an interview called attention 
to some things which she considered 
worth while. 
One thing she called attention to 
is the tendency on the part of the 
producers to over build their poultry 
houses and not to build movable ones 
wrhich she feels are a material ad­ 
vantage in poultry raising. 
Another thing to which she called 
our attention is the lack of 
effort 
on the part of the poultry raisers to 
utilize home grown feed and to make 
their own balanced 
rations 
which 
can be done with very little addition 
to the grains produced on the aver­ 
age farm. 
Mrs. Temple holds to the idea that 
the best results in poultry raising 
come from those where poultry is 
made apart of the balanced farming 
program rather than a business all 
itself and that 
the 
chickens 
will 
show greajtest 
profit 
by 
utilizing 
feeds that ar^ not readily market­ 
able from the farm. 
She expressed herself as especially 
delighted with the apparent increase 
in quality of eggs and 
says 
that 
best 
marketable 
eggs 
are 
those 
weighing 60 pounds to the case in 
stead of about 50 pounds which th* 
av rage Texas eggs weigh. 
She also expressed much gratifi­ 
cation at the interest 
in

bo"- and says that for a first show 
she believes Comanche held as good 
a one as sh x ever attended.

Take whoever you want and see how 
the land lies.” 
The Essen trench had been 
very 
active when the com panies were being 
posted; staccato bursts of 
machine 
gun flre had ripped across the Inter­ 
vening dark, and Springfield* had an 
awered 
There had been some bomb­ 
ing around traverses in the boyaux.

EXPERT WRITES ON 
DAIRYING INDUSTRY 


A. J. McDowell, Dairy Agent for 
the Frisco Railway writes the folliw- 
ing letter to O. W. Jessup, agent for 
Frisco at Comanche bearing 
upon 
the possibility of a whole milk mar­ 
ket for Comanche an«l which is of in­ 
terest to all thos<> producing milk. 
Dear Sir: 
Your letter of April 1st. to 
Mr. 
English, has been passed to me for 
answer. 
Like you, T think of a condensery 
at Comanche is a considerable time 
off, but I think your Idea of work­ 
ing to develop the dairy industry in 
that territory with a view of estab­ 
lishing some 
such 
market 
outlet 
some future time, is good and really 
Is the sensible thing to do. 
You refer to the condensery being 
located at Tupelo, Miss., 
at 
this 
time. I have just returned from Tup­ 
elo and learned with 
some 
detail 
the work that they have done then» 
to grow up to a point where they 
could hope to get a plant. 
Some ten years ago the Banks of 
that County began a concerted effort 
to develop the dairy industry 
and 
about three years 
ago 
they 
had 
reached a point where they interes­ 
ted a condensery enough to send a 
representative to go over the ter­ 
ritory. The condensery people at that 
time were not interested in locating 
there, because of the lack of devel­ 
opment but this inspired the Banks 
to even greater effort and by con­ 
tributing to a common fund, there­ 
by making a budget of about $6,000. 
a year, they succeeded in 
hiring a 
man who has spent the last 
three 
years constantly in the development 
of the dairy and poultry industry in 
that territory. He has been a faith­ 
ful worker and 
has 
accomplished 
considerable results but, 
until 
re­ 
cently, the conditions have been very 
much against any material 
devel­ 
opment of the dairy industry. How­ 
ever, owing to extremely bad position 
of cotton at this time and for some 
time past, they are waking up there 
quite rapidly. 
If you would write to Mr. 
S. J. 
High, President of the peoples Bank 
& Trust Co., he can 
give you 
in 
great detail the various steps they 
have taken, 
the 
conditions 
under 
which they were taken and the re­ 
sults obtained. Mr. High is 
really 
the moving spirit of the movement. 
They are not quitting now but are 
expecting ever greater 
amount 
of 
work in the future than they have 
ever/done before, in bringing up pro* 
duction as rapidly as 
possible 
to 
take care of the plant ready for op­ 
eration the first of May. 
My thought is that it would be ad­ 
visable to get the business and bank­ 
ing interests of 
your County all 
lined up together for the develop­ 
ment of the dairy and poultry indus­ 
tries, not with the idea of a lot of 
spectacular work in the hope of de­ 
veloping these industries in a 
few 
months, but to start in with the idea 
it is a slow, tedious process and con­ 
stant effort to bring about 
results 
which would really amount to any­ 
thing to, in a way, be interesting to 
a condersery. 
They should keep in mind that the 
dairy and poultry work are branches 
of agriculture with which they aver­ 
age American farmer is not familiar; 
that to become efficient along those 
ines is a matter of education and ed­ 
ucation in this, as in 
every 
thing 
else, comes slowly. It is 
only 
by 
facing that idea sooner or later that 
any very material results are going 
to be accomplished. 
I shall be glad to work with your 
people. If they will take 
this 
up 
among the business men and bankers 
of the County and arrange to get 
them together in a meeting, I will 
be glad to meet with them, talk over 
the situation very carefully and lend j 
whatever assistance I can in the for- ! 
»nation of a 
definite 
organization j 
to carry this 
work 
forward 
long | 
enough and along such lines as will 
eventually get some results. I feel j 
that a stap of that kind would, per- j 
haps, ba one of the more important ! 
that thev could take at this time.

NEWS OF WACOS SQUARE 
—From The Waco News Tribune 
By Will Bolger 
twenty year« ago in the town of 
Comanche, Comanche county, 
there 
wer,. four banks supported largely 
by and dependent on the 
farmers. 
I hose banks had a combimd capital 
of only about $275,OOo or about what 
one good bank in a town of that size 
should have. 
For many years the farmers had 
been growing cotton as their prin­ 
cipal crop, apparently believing that 
they were doing well, or at least 
that they were doing the best th y 
could, but there came a time, finally, 
when the banks, and 
the 
farmers 
together, took an inventory of their 
worth and found they were, instead 
broke*n^ W<^ ^ xc<*» on the contrary, 


In taking stock of themselves in 
general and in particular, it was dis­ 
covered that, cotton, by which they 
were supposed to live and on which 
they had always founded their hopes 
had, at last, put them hopelessly in 
debt. Not all at once, to be sure, but 
they had been getting farther and 
farther behind from year to year un­ 
til the condition of the banks was 
to be deplored, while the farmers 
themselves, hardly knew which way 
to turn, or what to attempt next. 
A meeting of the bankers was 
held for the 
purpose 
of 
devising 
ways and means to carry on. As a 
result of this meeting a committee 
was sent to A. and M. College for 
the purpose of asking a 
man, 
or 
men, who might have enough scien­ 
tific education and wholesome com­ 
mon sense to help them out of their 
difficulties. 
This visit and conference resulted 
in securing the man needed. He was 
carried to Comanche county, where 
he drove to nearly every farm house 
within her holders, became person­ 
ally acquainted with 
each 
farmer 
and his particular 
needs, 
leading 
each one to discuss conditions as he 
saw them, inviting each and «»very 
one to fully express his views on the 
subject, but never antagonizing one 
by dictating. 
In this way the agent formed a 
working 
knowledge 
of 
what 
he 
might expect and gained knowledge 
of conditions, direct, which enabled 
him to map out a campaign of ed­ 
ucation toward the main objective 
— that of eleminating many acres 
of cotton and 
introducing 
to the 
fanners the real merit of growing 
other crops. 
In the first plaoe he produced fig­ 
ures to show that cotton had proved 
a failure; that it not only had not 
paid them and placed them in debt, 
but that it had, at least, placed their 
banker friends where they were un­ 
able to prodeed farther. 
There 
were 
many 
conversions. 
From that time on cows, chickens, 
hogs, sheep and other stock began 
to increase in the land of Comanche; 
A cream station was opened, 
the 
farmers formed an association, one 
of their own number acting as lead­ 
er, or chairman, with no paid of­ 
ficers, but working only for the good 
of all. 
The county 
agent 
introduced 
a 
simple system of bookkeeping among 
the farmers, insisting that they keep 
a complete 
record 
of everything 
spent in th«» making of each crop no 
matter how small or large, entering 
every item of production cost and 
every cent 
received 
for It when 
marketed. Then the 
agent 
would 
send the books to experts at A and 
M College, for figuring up in detail 
the comparative net profits on each 
commodity. Thus laying before each 
farmer exactly what he had dome, 
proving up the net value so plainly 
that there could be no mistake as 
to a proper course to pursue, or w’hat 
to expect of future crops. 
As may be expected, cotton suf­ 
fered in this comparison, to the ex­ 
tent of causing the acreage to be 
cut away down. 
In 
the 
town 
of 
Blanket, one company had been gin­ 
ning thousands of bales each year,
